Tlio sad 
event has cost a gloom over tho neighbor- 
hood, and it is seriously feared that tho 
mother's reason will give way under this 
terrible nflliction. Everything is being 
done possiblo by kind and sympathising 
neighbors to alleviate tho suH'eringa of tlio 
parent's and surviving little one. Mr. and 
Mrs. Bonham aro well-known and highly 
respected in both Wasco and Grant coun- 
ties, and their many fciends extend to them 
their heartfelt sympathy in their sore 
boroavemoiit. The little twins were de- 
scribed as being very beautiful nnd win- 
soiue, and the pots of the surrounding 
country. .
